TOUGHENING-UP 
In this country “toughness” has picked up a collo­ 
quial meaning of moral collapse that has nothing to 
do with the primary meaning of the word—to be able 
to withstand extreme pressure without breaking. 
It 
is the primary meaning that is now in the minds of 
those who are talking about the necessity for a na­ 
tional toughening-up, which covers everything meant 
by preparations for national defense. 
As H. R. Knickerbocker, foreign correspondent now 
lecturing in the United States, puts it, the softness of 
Oreat Britain when war began was exceeded only by 
the softness of the United States. The British, fight­ 
ing for survival, have been 
toughening-up 
rapidly; 
Americans so far have made little progress. They are 
victims of what might be called the supreme irony of 
life. 
Men struggle endlessly 
to 
attain a condition of 
existence that will relieve them of the necessity for 
further struggle, knowing full well that the price of 
success will be the impairment of their own strength 
The wealthy man ruins his son by relieving him of 
the necessity for struggle. 
The 
rich 
nation grows 
complacent and flabby, prey for the less fortunate 
nation which adversity lias toughened for a matching 
of strength. 
Germany, plunged into hardship for 20 years after 
losing the World war, crushes Prance and threatens 
Britain, its World war conquerors. 
Greece, 
which 
never had a chance to get soft, proves more than a 
match for Italy, not because Italians lack toughness 
but because Greeks are tougher. 
The United States, 
tough when it was wresting a new civilization from 
the wilderness, suddenly realizes it enjoyed its secur­ 
ity not wisely but too well. 
Like 
Britain, it either 
must match the toughness of the lean, hungry peo­ 
ples who are eyeing its riches, or surrender what it 
once won by being lean and hungry, itself. 


GRAND STRATEGY 
Communiques make Britain's 
invasion 
of 
the 
Adriatic look more sensational than it appears on the 
map, but it is tell-tale 
evidence, 
neverthless, that 
British warships safely passed through the Straits 
of Otranto to shell Albanian and Italian ports. Per­ 
haps on some later occasion the British invaders will 
plunge far into the Adriatic, 
Perhaps 
they 
will 
tangle some day with the lighter Italian vessels in 
that narrow sea and take them out of the war. Be­ 
fore too long they may remind Fascist warmakers 
of something they thought they could safely forget, 
that Italy is a peninsula and wide open to attack by 
a stronger naval power. 
If these things were to happen and part of the 
British Mediterranean fleet could be sent home to 
guard the British Isles, 
while 
the rest controlled 
movements of all water commerce between Gibraltar 
and Suez, the blockade of the Axis powers would be 
complete . The threat of invasion of Britain would 
be greatly reduced. 
Italy virtually would be made 
helpless, as Germany's ally. There might even be an 
offensive naval movement to weaken Germany in the 
North sea. 
Certainly, no further time would be lo* 
in tracking down Nazi raiders. Britain's naval move­ 
ments in the Mediterranean, all of them successful 


bo far, are part of the grand strategy of the war, a 
plan of naval battle that will be studied by admirals 
for years to come.

nature of today’s tremors. 
Destruction of a rare tile gar­

where the relic was knocked from

Court of Appeals Rules 
Such Contrivances Are 
Gambling 


YOUNGSTOWN, Dec. 24—Those 
fancy multi-colored marble boards 
with the flashing lights, galloping 
ponies, diving beauties 
and 
big 
numbers, are illegal if they award 
“free gam es”, says a ruling of the 
court of appeals here. 
The court decrees further that 
a city may not license such 
m a­ 
chines which it held to be gambling ' 
devices. 
Tile ruling invalidates a Youngs- : 
town city 
ordinance 
which 
has ■ 
yielded $1,300 this year in license ; 
fees. 
Elaborate devices for rolling steel 
balls through a maze of 
scoring 
beacons, springs and 
slots 
have 
been operating in 
almost 
''very 
drug store, beer parlor and restau- ' 
rant here. Many operators adm it j 
they yield big returns. 
The court: referred to evidence 
that operators paid 
winners 
with 
“free games” m eaning 
the court; 
said, more games without cost or 
the monetary equivalent. 
“Tile evidence shows clearly that 
all such m achines are games 
of 
chance and therefore gambling de­ 
vices", the court held. 
“City 
councilmen 
can 
not 
de­ 
cide that black is white. 
The lan ­ 
guage saying that they (the marble 
boards) are gam es of skill Is con­ 
founded by the evidence.” 
The decision upholds a common 
pleas court ruling invalidating tho 
licensing ordinance. 
The 
original 
case was initiated in the name of 
Joseph Sergi, a tax payer. Sheriff 
Ralph E Elser has banned 
such 
machines in Mahoning county out­ 
side Youngs"-ivn. 
City Law Director John A. W il- 
lo said city officials would study 
the appeals court’s decision before 
determining upon further action. 
There Is a division of opinion in 
city council on the issue. Some sen­ 
tim ent has favored outright repeal 
of the ordinance and some suggest 
an attem pt to substitute a legal or­ 
dinance.
